secondly, the coil methoid will work only on bands were the vertical is 
electrically short for the frequency. that explains why it works some what 
on 80 and 40. you'll need to add a variable cap to make up an L net work to 
get better swr on other bands. 


Thirdly the ground system really should be improved. and more radials cant 
hurt..

A note to prospective builders of the thing -- I was able to 
build it without a magnifier, but that was under very, very good light...and 
my eyes were sure-enough hurting by the time I finished. Just trying to 
prove I'm still young, I guess...

Even at resonance your antenna's impedance may only be 
20 or 30 Ohms, hence the 2:1 VSWR. Try putting some 
reactance from your feedpoint to ground. This can 
usually be in the form of a small inductance. I would 
maybe try grounding the bottom end of your coil and 
making an adjustable tap for your feedpoint AND 
antenna (two taps total). 


As mentioned in another post the antenna maybe too 
long for the bands above 20m. You can use a series 
Capacitor to resonate the antenna on the higher bands 
but an inductor can work as well. You simply load the 
antenna to look like a 3/4 wavelength. A common 
example of this is the typical 2m 5/8 wave antenna. 
This antenna is physically 5/8 wave long for good gain 
performance but is typically loaded with a series 
inductance to resonate it as a 3/4 wave long antenna 
electrically (one way to look at it). There is 
usually some inductance to ground to step the 
impedance to 50 Ohms. 


Bottom line is that with your inductor and a couple of 
taps you should be able to load your antenna on all HF 
bands with a 1:1 VSWR. It will just take some experimenting.

Several weeks ago I made a couple of posts regarding 
the new SGC SG-237 SmartTuner that I had purchased. 
The unit was not working as specified at QRP powers 
levels. At first I received only canned replies from 
SGC that disturbed me but shortly after my original 
complaint on QRP-L I received another message from SGC 
requesting that I send the unit in to have it checked 
out. 


I sent the unit back to SGC and they promptly 
determined that I was correct and the unit was 
defective. They repaired the unit (defective resistor 
somewhere) and gave me the latest firmware update and 
returned the unit back to me in a short amount of 
time. When the unit was repaired they called me at 
home to inform me of what they had found. I wasn't 
there but my wife took the call. I received the unit 
back yesterday and I reinstalled it last night. The 
unit works very well at QRP levels (<3W) now and 
remains in tune at all power levels (unlike before) . 


I must say that I am very impressed with the unit's 
performance now and with SGC's warranty service. Once 
I went through all of the bands and let the tuner do 
its thing (tuning and remembering), now when ever I 
change bands the retune is near instantaneous and is 
transparent to my operations. I now have what appears 
as a very broadband antenna operating from 80m to 6m 
and it works great.

I think that you may be right about that double layer effect. I am working 
on some equipment that uses electrolytic gas generation for floating and 
separating "crud" from process water. I use DC, however, and yes, there is 
that non-linear break as you note. In fact the current is very small (looks 
like a high resistance) until the applied voltage reaches a level to break 
water apart (then it rises linearly again with a lower apparent resistance). 
There are other things like volume fraction of bubbles between the plates, 
etc. which affect the current but that's another story. 


With AC, however, particularly at RF I think that the reversals may be fast 
enough to eliminate all redox reactions at the electrode surface. That's 
what the folks who do high-voltage pulsing for food processing claim. If 
that were the case then the non-linearity would not exist even if the 
voltage were very high (I believe). However, if there is no redox reaction 
at the electrode surface (electrons coming out of the electrode or going 
back in -- this requires something like reduction of water to hydrogen at 
the cathode and oxidation of water to oxygen at the anode), there is a break 
in the circuit even though there are ions in solution which can act as 
charge carriers THERE. Current can still flow but just not into and out of 
the surface of the electrodes. They would then be just like capacitors. The 
whole thing would look like a pair of capacitors with a resistor in series 
between them. 


So I guess that you are probably right about this proposed load having some 
reactance.

Brad, 

This is probably not a good idea. For one, it will be non-linear. Above a 
certain voltage (~2-3 volts) electrolysis will occur, producing chlorine and 
sodium hydroxide. Some of the chlorine will be reduced back to chloride on 
the opposite cycle, but some will probably escape. Also, the electrodes 


will be more reactive than you might think due to an electric field gradient 
(called a double layer) between the electrode and the bulk of the solution. 
There is an analytical technique called cyclic voltammetry in which a 
solution is subjected to AC voltages to observe oxidation / reduction 
behavior of various solutes. Usually the frequencies much lower than HF are 
used, though.

SMK-1 #73 is on the air! Worked AA4DA (in Atlanta!!!) who answered my 
CQ. OK, so it's a whopping 26 miles per watt! 


VERY fun project! Anybody who doesn't think hams can do SMT is nuts! 
Although, I gotta tell you that those little transistors are something 


else! Contrary to other folks, I had no problem with the round diodes. 
Trick I found was to put a little spot of solder down on one of the pads 
and roll the diode up next to it. Then heat the spot and the diode 
rolls right into place. 


Made one mod. Was only getting 210mW out at 12.5V, so I dropped the PA 
emitter resistor to 10 Ohms (replaced the SMT with a 1/8 Watt resistor) 
upping the output to 320mW at 12.5V. All the way up to 390mW at 13.8V! 


Built a PCB case and painted it hot rod red (it is a "Red Hot Radio!"). 
Now I'm all ready for QRP to the pond (TTF) and the Spartan Sprint on 
Monday (radio weighs in at 4.5 oz...with lithium batteries, White Rook 
straight key and bud earphones, comes in at a total of 8.5 ounces!). 


Y'all listen up for NQ4RP tomorrow.

This is nonsense. The insulation will not effect the 
performance of a HF dipole in the least bit. It will 
reduce the velocity factor down by a minute fraction 
causing a small loading effect. The end result is 
that the length required for resonance will be slighty 
shorter then it would be for bare wire. Most hams 
don't mind needing a shorter antenna ;-) 


The insulation will help prevent corrosion of the 
copper over time. Due to the skin effect corrosion on 
bare copper wire may actually increases its RF 
resistance although any deterioration in performance 
would only be noticeable with antennas that have a 
very small radiation resistance as is the case with 
very small antennas. 


In general, don't worry about it. I personal prefer 
to use insulated wire just out of convenience.

HOWEVER, the sun remains unusually quiet, and as a result, it appears 
the solar flux maximum for this current 28-day solar rotation peaked out 
on April 23-24. The solar flux is now declinging again towards it's 
minimum. So conditions will not be as "hot" as first thought, but the 
solar flux is still sufficiently high for 10M to be open saturday.

Friday's RSGA report will be issued later this afternoon. I'll update 
the above table and post NOAA's official forecast. But it should be 
fairly obvious the solar flux on QRPTTF saturday will be around 170 and 
the geomagnetic condition (K and A indexes) will be at QUIET levels. 


FRIDAY DISTURBANCE: Some have commented on the lousy bands today 
(friday). We were hit by a high speed coronal stream this morning 
that triggered some ACTIVE geomagnetic conditions, driving the 
K-index to 4 for several hours. That disturbance has about settled 
out with little likelihood of reoccuring tomorrow. 


THE GOOD NEWS: No major solar flare or earth-directed CME occured 
yesterday (thursday) to effect us on saturday. The solar flux will be 
around 170. 10M will be open, but "soft." 20-15M will support good 
weak-signal skip daylight hours and into evening. 40M will be fairly 
quiet early evening and on, with the usual solar noise late afternoon. 
In short, fairly good conditions all around for QRPTTF. And for the 
most part, even the weather across the country looks pretty good 

well, except for that 120 knot gale and 30 foot swells moving into 
Sunset Beach, CA. Bad bikini weather - sorry Doug!

This goes a 
little bit beyond the original question, since T/R outboard switching can be 
more complicated than switching an attenuator in and out of a transmission line. 


Does anyone love or hate the QRP diode-TR switch that appears in one of DeMaw's 
notebooks (can't remember which, right now). 


In addition to protecting the RX from TX energy, what do you guys do about audio 
muting? Will the now classic 2N7000-type audio mute work with output-level 
audio. This is coming from a BC-348 (not the TO-92 transistor, but a WWII 
receiver). Even though I'm replacing the receiver's bypass capacitors, I'd 
rather keep my hacking to only the necessary minimum. 


Thanks in advance for the responses, and I'll post the consensus (if any) on 
what sort of outboard RX/TX mating is recommended.

Now the interesting thing is that the main chip, a MAXIM MAX1771CSA 

also works in other configurations, and it just seems that Embedded 
Research made provisions for the additional 3 components to allow it to 
work in a configuration that allows other voltages. Can also make it 
variable voltage with a pot at the appropiate spot. Go see the MAXIM 


data sheet for all of the gory details....Its in pdf format on their web site... 


So, by replacing the 0 ohm(yes ZERO OHM) R3 with a 14k precision, 
and adding a 118k R2 precision, and adding a 100pf C6, I get 

an output of 13.96VDC with the two D cells in series as the input 
voltage. Tried 3 cells and got the same output, as expected.... 
(MAXIM says that R3 should be in the range 10k to 500k, and 

R2 should be calculated from the expression: 


R2 = R3(desired Vout/VREF - 1) 

where VREF is 1.5 volts and the desired Vout is whatever you want.... 
not sure of the limits....again see the data sheet. 

Used a C6 of 100pf£ because that's what it showed in some of their 
circuits....probably a way to compute it in the data sheet.) 


So now the SMK-1 has a 2 D cell power supply.... :-) 


Nothing magic about 2 D cells...just seems to be a good 
form factor for the little rig.... :-) 


Next step is to put it on the air and make that first QSO..... :-) 
Thought youall might be interested...
